DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 32-41 and 59-62 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Referring to claims 32 and 37 (and 33-36 and 38-41 which depend from those), 
Beshoory does not disclose that the conduit be contained outside of the interior 
chamber of the housing. 

Referring to claim 59 (and 60-62 which depend from it), Beshoory does not 
disclose that the second opening be coupled to the second end of the housing, but 
instead shows the second opening in the center of the housing. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
